Tan ranching business in the United 
States is notin a very promising condi 
tion just at present. The London Statist 
gives the reports of nine companies, of 
which seven paid dividends in 1884, six 
in 1885 and two in 1586, From sales of 
77,000 cattle in 1885 these companies fell 
to 50,000 in 1886, and the fallin the ayv- 
erage price per head was nearly in pro 
portion. The losses from the severe 
weather this winter will probably show 5 
more marked reduction of profits.
